Mk- Douglas — Mr. Pregiilont, I have carefullj 
eunioed the bill reported bj the Committee of 
Conference u • ■■bttif to for the HooM MMsd- 
meot to the Senate bill for the Admieeion of Kan- 
MS, with an anxious deflireto find in it such pro- 
vhion$ as would euable me to give it my sup 
port I had hoped that after the disagreement of 
cljH two Houses upou this question, some plan, 
some form of bili, could hare been agreed upon 
which wo«U huMMlM aai ^aiet the conotry. 
and reuaite AoM who atrM ia prindple and in 
political action on this great qaeatioo, so as to 
take it out of Congress. I am not able, in the 
bill which is now under consideration, to find that 
the principle for which I have contended is fairly 
csrried out. The potittoa, and the sole poeition 
upon which I have stood in thit wMa ooatoVTOr- 
BJ, has been that the peopU of Kaaaas and of 
oaefa other Territorr. in forming a constitution for 
aAmisiion into the Union as a fetate, should be 
Isft perfectly free to form and mould their domes- 
lie institutions and organic act in their own way, 
iHthoat coercion on the one side, or auj iroprop- 



The qssstioB mnm arises. Is thare tneh a sob- 
mission of the Lecompton constitution as brings 
it fairly within that principle? In terms, the 

constitution i» not submitted stall; but yet we 
:irt' to'.J that it amounts to a submission, because 
there is a land graat attached to it, and they are 
mmmHtti iavMs fcr the land grant, or against tbs 
mal gsnaC; aad. If they accept the land grant, 
then they are required to take the constitution 
with it; and, if they reject the land grant, it shall 
be held and deemed a decision against coming 
into the Union under the Lecompton constitution. 
Hence it has been urged in one portion of the 
Uaion that this is a submission of the ooasttta- 
tioa, and in another portion thai it is aoC W« are 
Is t>e told that submission is popalar MVigMi^y 
iaone Aectiun, and »ubmissiOB fal flMlhw awlion 
is not popular sovereignty. 

Sir, I had hoped that when we came finally to 
adjust this question, we should have been able to 
•■ptef laacMge so clear, so unequivocal, that 
tbM« «ooldha«'e been no room for doubt as to 
what was meant, and what the line of policy was 
to the future. Are these persons left free to take 
or reject the Lecompton constitution? If the/ 
accept the land grant, they are compelled to take 
it. If they rtject tlie land graut, they are oat of 
Ihe Union. 

Sir, I have no special objection to the land 
grant as \t\s. I think it is a fair one, and if they 
had put this further addition, that if they refused 
to come in under the Lecompton constitution with 
ths isad grant, thay might proceed to form a new 
ooBStitatuNi, aiid that they should then have the 
MMM aaoaat of lands, there would have been no 
boaoty iMld oat for coming in under the Lecomp- 
ton constitution; but when the law gives them the 
fix million acies in the event they take this con- 
stitution, and does not indicate what thej arc to 
hare in tha avaat they reject it, and wait until 
they can forsi another, I subssit the qasstioa 
vhelhsr there is not an iadMMMBl* a hMM^ 
hdd oat toiafluenee these p ssp is >a wats fce <ds 
Lecompton constitution? 

It may be said that when they attain the ninety 
three tiiousand population, or if they wait until 
ater 18M, if diey aeqioitad tha popoUtioB reqair- 
ai bf (ha then ratio— whidi may be one hundred 
■■i IM thousand or one hundred and twenty- 
ihsaHai— and form a constitution under it, we 
shall give then the same amount of land that is 
now given by thi:* grant. That mav bo so. and 
may not be so. I believe it will be so; and yet 
ia lha HaoM WU. fisrwUoh (kisis a s^bstitate. 
tha psavWoa was (hat thay iheaU hawa this 
same amount of land, wbethsrthaf aaaMiaaadar 
the Lecompton constitutioa, ar wkothsr thav 
formed a new constitution. 

There was no doubt, no uncertahrtj l*ftin regard 
to what were to be their rights under the land 
grant, whether they took the one constitution 
or the other. Hence that proposition was a fair 
submission, without any penalties on the one side 
or any bounty or special privilege on the other to 
influence their action. In this view of tiie case, 
I as B0t able to acriTo at Ike eoodosioa that this 
is a fair sabmissioa aitherof tha qasstioa of the 
asMtitntioa itssii;araf liMlMiBii ita^wDaian 
oadcrthe constitatfaa andthe peoposltioasabaiit 
ted by thh bill. 

Again, sir, there is a further contingency. In 
the event that they reject this constitution! they 
aia to stay out of the Union natU they shall at 
taia the requisite population for a member of 
Congress according to the then ratio of rcpresen- 
ution in the other House. I have no objection 
to making it'a general rule that Territories shall 
be kept out until they have the requisite popula 
tion. I have proposed it over and over agaiu. I 
mm wiliiag ta agrte to it and make it applieaUe 
ta fsassi If you ail! aMke it a general rnls. 

Bot, sir, it is one thing to adopt that rale as a 
gantral rule and adhere to it in all cases, and it 
is a very different, and a very distinct thing, to 
provide that if tlioy wiil take this constitution, 
which the people hare shown that thej abhor, 
th^ mmj aasM la vith fMty thsas—d people, but 
If thoy do BOt, they shall sUy oat oatil they get 
ninety thousand, thus discriminating between the 
different character of institutions that may be 
formed. I submit the 'luestion whether it is not 
congressional intervention, when you provide that 
a territory may come in with one kind of consti- 
mkm mUktmiif ihiiMsii, aad vidi a different 
ktei af BO— tt t ati oB, aot aatil she geU ninety 
Ikaasand, or one hundred and twenty thousand - 
bis intervention with inducements to control the 
snalt. It is intervention with a bounty on {the 
aaa side and a penalty on the other 1 ask, are 
we prepared to construe the great principle of 
popular sovereignty in such a aaaasr aa will la- 
oogntze the right of Congress to laterreno and 
control the decision that the people make on this 
question ? 

The great principle for which we Imve all con- 
tended, in the language of the Kansas-Nebraska 
act, is to leave "the people perfectly free to form 
and regulate their domestic institotioas in their 
own way, subject only to the conetitatioB of the 
United State?." If you hold out Urge grants 
and pecuniary indiicement.s, to influence the affir- 
mative vote, and Uie terror of staying out of the 
Uaiaa ta iaiawrs the asgatiTa vote, I sobatit 
lha qisstisa, whather diat people are left perfect: 
ly frao to ferai and regulate their institutions or 
not? I iaslstthat where there are inducements 
on one side and penalties on the other, there 
is no freedom of election. The election must 
be free, llie electors must be left unbiased by 
tha m aA t n af tha gpyiinwtl, if y«« an fsii^ 
to haTO hSr elaetioas and a fUr dae W aa. 

For these reasons I do net think that this bill 
brings the question within that principle which I 
have held dear, and in defense of which I have 
stood here for the last five months, battling against 
ths large majority of mv political friends, and in 
Maaseof trUflh liatMdt* HMdas bag as I 
have any assoelatioa with Ae politios of the 
country. I must repeat, sir, that I do not think 
this brings it within the principles thus laid down, 
nor do the Democracy of Illinois think this bill 
come s within that principle. Wa hawa nesBtly 

hdd a State Convention. 

Public meetings were helil in ninetv eight of 
tiM one hundred and odd counties. In ninety - 
sovca of these counties resolutions woca passed 
endorsing the course of the dalegation in Con 
stress upon this question.

[Here the Senator quoted the resolutions adopt- 
ed by the Illinois State Convention.] 

I have had appeals made to me from political 
' friends, whom I respect and esteem, imploring 
me to yield this great principle on this question 
in consideration of so many concessions being 
made on tha other side. Some of that glorious 
band of Democrats, who have been acting with 
me on this question daring the session, have felt 
it their duty thus to yield, believing .is they think, 
that they have secured a substantial triumph in 
this peat contest. Sir. I desire no person 
al triumph. I hava aat ataod hm ft* fire 
months in coafliet with men with vham I 
have acted a whole lifetime, stroggliBg fbr a per- 
sonal triumph. Hence, because mey have Buda 
concessions, that fact ought not to change my 
course, unless those concessions are of such a 
nature us to give me the principles for which I 
contend. 

If tiie object was to prove that the Lecompton 

men had backed down, and abandoned their orig- 
inal ground, I could parade the fact that at the 
opening of this session we were told that Kan- 
sas must come in under the Lecompton constitu- 
tion unconditionally, or else that four States 
would secede from tha VwSek. It was then to be 
unconditional admisdoa. After a while, upon 
reflection, ui)on investigation, the conclusion was 
arrived at iliat it was wise to put a clause in the 
bill in some way recognizing the right of the 
people of that State to change their constitution 
before 1864, although, according to my construe 
tiOD of its terms, it psafeaUlai any change until 
that period. Here woa a eeaessslon made, a 
great concession, a con e s Mi o n which I never 
could have made, on which aver side of the 
question I may have been, for the reason that I 
do not believe that Congress have any right to 
alter or construe authoritatively a State constitu- 
tion. 

It was aot sotisfketory to me to have Congress, 

in pursuance of the recommendation of the Pres 
idem, intervene and recognize, by any implica 
tion, the right of the people to change their State 
constitntion in a manner different from that pre 
scribed in the instrument itself. I deny the right of 
Congress to intervene authoritatively to construe 
the constitution of a State. If the oonstitution 
was their act and deed; if it embodied their will; 
it was sacred, and it ou;;lit not to be touched by 
Congress in any respect whatever, except to re 
ceive it unconditionally, or Hjcet it uncondition 
ally. That concession was made; but still it did 
•ot reach the point which I had fait it my duty 
to make. It did not come to my principle. I do 
not claim that Senators are under any more obli- 
gation to come to mo, than I am to go to them. 
I claim the right to determine for myself, accord 
ing to my own judgment and my own con- 
science, what my duty is to a great fun- 
damental principle; and if Senaton cannot 
bring the bill within the principle, I must 
exercise my right and duty of dissenting from it. 
I did not think tliat c(;ncession brought it within 
the principle, or obviated any of my otyections. 
It only made the bill more obnoxious to SSO by 
violating another principle equally sacred in our 
political system, that of the sovereigntv of the 
Sutes. 

Next came the declaration that the free-State 
Legislature was elected; and hence, if Kansas 
was forced into the Union with a pro-slavery 
copstitatiSB, agaiast tiba will af hor poopla, it 
would aot last umg, for tha rc s s o a that tficrs was 
a free-State Legislature, who would immediately 
take steps to change it, and abolish slavery. That 
argument did not address itself favorably to my 
judgment, for the reason that it did not affect the 
principle involved. What difference did it make, 
•0 far as tha priaaipla was acacoracd, whether 
thcra was a majority of frae-Btata men, or a ma- 
jority of pro slavery men in that Legiaiature"' — 
What difference did it make to me, whether there 
was a majority of Democrats, or a majority of 
Republicans, or a majority of Americans in that 
Legislature, provided they were fairly and hon 
estly elected? If the people of Kansas desired a 
pro slavery Legislature, they had a right to it. If 
tiiey desired an American Legislature thoy had a 
right to it. 

!f they desired a Legislature purely Democrat 
ic, elected witbaat re f srsaee to tha qasstica of 
slavery, it wastfieir right to select each a one; 
and. Sir, it was the duty of Mr. Calhoun to de- 
clare those elected who bad received u majority of 
the legal votes, fairly and honestly returned. The 
declaration of that result could not change the 
principle involved in this discussion, for the great 
principle was. Shall that pooala ha left pernetiy 
and entirely frea to fbrm and regulate ueir own 
institutions in their own wav ^ 

These various concessions could not control 
votes enough to carry the bill. \Vhat next? Then 
comes a disagreement between the two IJuuses 
of Congress. The Senate insisting upou the bill 
which it had pssssd tor tiw sdmhwiaa of Leoomp 
ton aneoodlttOBally, axeept what b oallad the 
Green amendment; and the House iariitfag aa 
the bill which it had passed as a substitals, kaawa 
as the Crittenden Montgomery bill. 

This committee of conference provide for a 
question of submission to the people, but what do 
they submit? The Chairma^ of tbuU coauaittee 
of conference, the Senator from MIsooari (Mr. 
Green) has informed vou that the constitution is 
not submitted; the Senator from Virginia, (.Mr. 
Hunter,) who was his colleague on the commit- 
tee, has informed you that the constitution is not 
submitted; and I believe both of them have add- 
ed that they would not vote for the bill if the 
constitution was submitted. I understand that 
similar declarations have been made in the other 
House of Congress bv the members of the com- 
mittee of conference there, showing that that was 
tiieir aMlsnUBji^aBji tMr ujailThBtfia af tUs 
bill. 

Then, if the eoostitution is not submitted; if 
the people are not allowed to vote for it or against 
it, freely, without a bounty on the one side or a 
penalty on the other, how can it be said that it 
comes within that great principle of popular sov- 
ereienty which, I insist, a«g|tt«a ba «miM aat 
in all the Teiritories? 

Itis Bo aaawar la this objaotioa to tell me that 
becanso ibcb have conceded so much, I ought to 
concede. No matter how many and how great 
their concessions are, if they have not conceded 
the principles for which I contend, 1 cannot take 
what they propose. It is not for me to say 
whether these concessions are wright or wrong, 
whetlier they are wise or unwise. It is enoogh 
for rae that the principles for which I insist has 
not been clearly and distinctly recognized in this 
bill. I dislike the indirection by which the sub- 
mission is proposed to be made— made to depend 
oa a lead gniat. Ia order to compel the peo 
pie of Kansas to Ts^eet the Lecompton constitu- 
tion, yon compel them to vote against a land 
^nt, that every man, woman and child in the 
Territory would desire to have. You will not al 
low them 10 take tlie land grant unless they take 
the constitution with it, and you will not allow 
tham to proceed immediately' and make a new 
oaastitooon, with the same population, and have 
the esMe lead grant, if they reject this. If you 
did lhat( tfaea the principle would be carried out, 
bat unless you do allow that to be done. I insist 
that the principle is violated. 

Now, Mr. President, I can .sa\ ti> you very 
frankly, that if there were two amendents to this 
bill, although it would still be somewhat objec- 
tionable in its eqai vocal featares, I could and 
would take great pleasore in giving it my support. 
One would be to strike out the land grsnt alto 
gether, and the.other to strike out the limitation 
I as to the population. Then the simple question 
presented to the jiec^ple would be. will you come 
in under the Lecompton constitution or not? and 
if you do not, you may proceed immediately with 
the same popolatioa to make a new coastitation. 
In that there woald be a perfect fairness; there 
would be no congressional intervention with its 
inducements to control the results. Or, if you 
wanted to leave the land grant in, why not make 
it applicable ti> the new constitution as well as 
the old one, as the Crittcndea smindmmt did? 
Then they would get the same amonnt of land 
under the one as the other. In other words, if 
you wisli \t) make liiis proposition fair, you must 
give Kansas the same land, under any new con 
otitutioB she may form, as you do under this one, 
and yoa most allow her to come in with tike same 



■Utation. Then there 
there woold be equality. 

I appeal to my friend from Vir^nia ta know 
whether he, as a Southern man, derires tasee the 

principles of congressional intervention to con- 
control and influence the voting of the peo )le car 
ried out hereafter in the admission of new outes ? 
The time amy aaaMwhsa there wlU be as anti- 
slavery majority In both Hooms of Congress.— 
When that time comes, it may so happen that a 
bill may be brought forward wltfi a land gmnt of 
ten milliou acres for a free State, and five mil- 
lijn for a slave Sute, or allowing a free State 
to come in with a population of forty thous- 
and, and providng that a slave Stots shall 
not come in without ninety thnissad Would 
our southern friends regard thatssbeiaga fair 
interpretation of the principles of popalar sov- 
ereignly? Would they not say that was the 
most dangerous and unconstitutional system of 
intervention that was ever devised, whcu the 
Federal GovemsMat steps into the Territores. 
and by its bounties on one side, and its penalties 
on the other, attemps to influence and control 
the action of the people .' 

I do not regard this as a matter of much con- 
sequence to Kansas; I do not believe there is 
enough in this bounty, or enough in this penal.y, 
to exercise any material inflnenee upon the peo- 
ple of Kansas in this election; but it involves tfie 
great fundamental principle, it involves the prin- 
ciple of freedom of election, and it involves tie 
great principle of self-government, upon whiih 
our institutions rest. With all the anxiety tha; I 
have had to be able to arrive to a conclusion in 
harmony with the overwhelming majority of ny 
political friends in Congress, I could not briig 
my judgment or conecieBce to the coadusioo tfaat 
this was a fair, impattfal* aad cqaal ap^eiatisa 
of the principle. 

There is another objeetion to this propssiton, 
one that looks badly upon its face. I take it for 
granted that it was iataaded to he fair and just; 
but it gives eaase tor apprehensioa, and will gen 
eratc suspicion among the people that the election 
under it will not be, and cannot be fair. 1 ;>llude 
to the provision as to the board of commiision- 
ers. 

By the bill fhimed by the eminent Senator 

from Kentucky, and passed by the Honse of Re- 
presentatives, there was to be a board of four 
commissioners to superintend the election a» the 
constitution; two representing the people of the 
Territory, being the presiding officers of tbs two 
branches of dM LMMatare; tbeotitertwo repre- 
senting the Federal Government, being the Sov- 
ernor and Secretary appointed by the President 
and the Senate. In that way, two commissioners 
would necessarily be of one class of politics and 
the other two of another class of politics. Under 
that state of the case, it is not probable that 
unfisiraess woald hava beaa perpetr a t e d ia 
the election. Under Oat board, as prescribed 
by the Senator from Keetaeky, yea wovld have 
the assurance from the very law itself timt oae- 
half of the judges of election would belong to 
one party, and one half to the other; r.nd that 
one half the clerks would belong to one, tnd one- 
half to the other. 

But how is it when yoa add a flftti number to 
the board, and provide that the board shall con- 
sist of five, the two presiding officers of the Leg- 
islature, and then the Governor, Secretary and 
District Attorney, making three United States 
officers, and declare that three shall constitute the 
board? Is it not clear that if these three gentle 
men choose, they can have all the judges of elec- 
tion and all the clerks of election and all the re- 
turning officers of one classof political f litl . th* 
same as Mr. Calhoun did at the elections vhicli 
took place on the 21st of December and the first 
Monday of January? Does not the change in 
this respect give ground for apprehension that 
you may have the Oxford. Shawnee, and the 
Deleware Crossing and Kickapoo fraudu re- 
enacted at this election ' I shotild have been 
better satisfied if it had been left as the House 
bill left it, with the fnnr nnmmiiiisanri. frro from 
each political party in Kansas, two representing 
the Federal Government, two representing the 
people of the Territory, requiring three to l»e a 
quorum, thus rendering it impossible for partiznn 
politics to control the action of the hoard. The 
verv fact that it was deemed necessary or wise 
to change this feature, is to ma a esriaaa ebjjae 

tion to this proposition. 

Then, sir. what is my duty upon this question 
under this state of the case? I have but one 
line of duty, and that is to vote against the bill; be- 
cause, in mv opinion, there is not a fair submis 
siou to the people under such cireumstanees as to 
insure unbiased election and fair retaras. I have 
indicated two amendments, which, if they had 
been made, would have enabled me to support 
this bill, notwithstanding^ other defects in it. I 
will indicate another. I am willing to subscribe 
to_ the principle that a Territory shall con- 
tain the requisite population for a member of 
Congress before admission, provided it is made a 
general law. Tlie Senator from Ohio (Mr. Pugh,) 
yesterday cited me as anthoritv for that pre 
vision of this bill. Ho referred to niy report, as a 
chairman of the committee on Territories, and the 
bill aocompaayiag it, in 1856, in which I then 
provided tliat Ksbbm might proceed to form a 
constitution when she had the requisite popula- 
tion, to wit: ninenty three thousand four hundred 
and twenty, nader the pressat ratio. That was 
my judgmaatttMaf lh«l>MnlaipMtfM sab* 

ject. 

He quotes also a proposition that I have 
brought in at this very session as a substitute for 
the Ariaooa bill, providing a geaeral law that no 
Territory shall ever form a eeattitatioB and 
State government until it has the reqiririte popu 
lation for a member of Congress. I am for that 
proposition now, and if Senators will consent to 
any arrangement by which yoa can strike out 
the whole of this bill, and in Ilea of it insert a 
prwision that neither Kansas nor any otiier 
Territory of the United States shall proceed to 
form a constitution and State government for ad- 
mission into the Union until it has the requisite 
population for a member of Congress, according 
t > ti c eiieii^ rtignlnito, fwttlgtv«tt my 

support. 

Bat, sir, if I require it in Kansas, I wish to re- 
quire it in other Territories; and if I am to apply 
that limitation to tiie new coaetitatiaa that is to 
be made, I wish to apply it to tiha one that is in 

e::istenco. I am not willing to prescribe one 
ratio to one kind of constitution, and another 
ratio to auother kind. Make it uniform, and it 
can have my support. I have on all proper oc 
carions indicated that as the proper rale— in 1856, 
as the Senator from Ohio proved; at this session 
again, as he proved yesterday by reading the bill 
offered by ine; and I repeat now that, if you will 
strike out all of this hill Init the clause that Kan 
sas shall not come in until she has the requisite 
population for a member ot Congress, aad then 
say that this section is incorporated into and 
made part of the organic law of each of the Ter 
ritorics of the Unit^ States, and that none shall 
come for admission until they have that popula- 
tion, 1 will give it my support. 

In other words, Mr. President, I desire to carry 
oat the priaeiple of leaving the people to decide 
for themselves in perfect fairness. I will support 
no rule anplicable to the North that does not ap- 
ply to the South, I will make no rule applicable 
to the South that I am not willing to apply to the 
North. 1 will not intervene either for slave con- 
stitutions or against slave constitutions by an act 
of Coagrses, holding oat b eaatiea on the one side 
or penalties on the other. Stand on the great 
principle of equality: leave each State on an ex 
act footing witli every other State; never inquire 
whether her institutions arc of this character or 
that character; never inquire whether the State 
is in the North or in the South, and I will sUnd 
with yon aad apply the rale with anat jastice 
and Impaitianty in every insta^ee. 

Mr. President, I say now. as I am abaat ta take 
leave of this subject, that I never eaa eoasent to 
violate that great principle of State equality, of 
State sovereignty, of j)0[Milar sovereignty, by any 
discrimination, either in the one direction or in 
the Other. My poiitiaB is taken. I know not 
what its caneeqaeaces will be personally to me. I 
will not inquire what these consequences maybe. 
If I cannot remain in public life, holding firmly, 
immovably, to the great principle of self govern- 
tneiit and State e(jualitv, I shill go into private 
life, where I can preserve the resoect of my own 
conscience, nndar tka conviction that I have done 
ray doty, and MUirai the principle wberarer iu 
eaitiadfC. ^

They are also reported to have said thai unless 
Denver withdraws the troops from Fort Scott, 
they will proceed to Lecompton and hang him. 

Washington, May 20, M. 
.Messrs. Brunscombe and Winchell, the com 
missioners appointed at the settlers mass con- 
vention held at Topeka, Kansas, to procure a 
postponement of the landsales in thatTerritorv, or 
to provide a lean fund for the sqaatteca« have had, 
in company with Mr. Parrott* the delegate from 
Kansas, an interview with the President, who 
intimated his willingness to postpone the sales 
till October it they thought best, but desired 
them to call on the Secretary of the Interior. 
The latter states that the policy of the Goveta- 
meat would be to sell all the poblic lands pos- 
sible during the present year for the purposes of 
revenue, but consented to defer the sales in Kan- 
sas till November 1st and I5th, when they will 
take place.

We 
still believe that the Constitutional Convention, 
although legitimately assembled, resorted to s 
means of submission of the Constitution en 
tirely at variance with republican principle and 
aaactioned by no precedent of republican hl.s 
tory. We cannot recognize that this Constitution 
has either been formally or virtually adopted, 
either by the Convention at Lecompton or by 
the people of Kansas. We consider that the 
mode of submimion to, was intended to defeat, 
and did defeat, all fair expression of tbatpepalar 
will to which the schedule of submission pro- 
fessed to defer. Under these rircumstancps, we 
agreed with a large number of the Democratic 
party, by insisting that a Constitution, legally 
fraosad, should also be legally adopted, before i t 
could be imposed by Congreeaional action upon a 
aovereign people; that the Lecompton Constitu- 
tion should be submitted to a full, fair, free sub 
mission to the people, who should thus be en- 
ableil to elect its ratificaiion or rejection.
